4. The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render 
obvious the combination as claimed specifically including a rotatable sheath having a 
length substantially less than that of a catheter shaft having a first guide wire lumen, the 
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rotatable sheath rotatable about and relative to the catheter at a position radially 
outward from the catheter shaft and a guide wire housing contacting the rotatable 
sheath and having a distal end portion having a second guide wire lumen that directs a 
guide wire through a cell opening of a stent that is disposed over the sheath and a 
portion of the guide wire housing.
